of my Minnesota fellow citizens, who tell me that beelde the res¬ 
ident dee pollen of the waters, there are arks or Usher; boats 
anchored at vtrioaa points, and eligible places along the river, 
wherever fish abound. These arks are Inhabited by amphibious 
people, citizens of nowhere In particular, yet voters everywhere 
In general. 

Sometimes as many as fifteen men to an ark are employed 
slaughtering fish with trap and set nets of such destructive 
character as to llterelly let nothing ercape. 

Tbelr mode of procedure is thorough sod systematic; for 
they are wise In their craft; no polut of attack escapes them In 
their gieedy zeal to capture the finny prey. 

The vicinity of every atllueut stream, slougb-mouth and 
spring-hole, wherever fish most do congregate, either to feed or 
or spawn (for they regard neither times nor seasons) for miles, 
above and below tbelr cendeyous, Is skillfully surrounded by the 
deadly machinery of their contrivances for the successful pros¬ 
ecution of tbelr destructive trade 

The secrecy with which the nets are placed and usually at¬ 
tended. for Indeed most of their habits are nocturnal and hidden 
from observation, gives no evidence against them to the major¬ 
ity of the world. Occasionally an early or belated sportsman 
witnesses the haul they make, when the nett are emptied and 
sees the wanton and wasteful destruction of young fish, too 
small for market, left dead to rot and taiut both air and water, 
on the beach. They dispose of the selected spoil, supplying the 
daily wants of the nearer villages and towns, selling to hotels 
and dealers the less marketable, while thousands of pounds of 
the largest and finest fish are sent to the greater cities by the 
dally trains. 

Thus do they follow year after year, moving from neighborhood 
to neighborhood, as the locality Is depleted. Sometimes, however, 
tbelr depredations aro so very apparent by the utter annihilation of 
fishing by ordinary means,where before was good sport, that tbelr 
outraged neigh bore, unable by legal means to get redress—threaten 
to r cuttle the ark—whereupon the reluctant captain drops 
down stream a bit and anchors on the other aide of the river lu 
another Jurisdiction, and continues to fish as before, until the 
neighborhood Is exhausted or be Is again driven away. 

There ought to be some clearly defined rules governing the 
right to catch fish In the great rivers of the Mississippi system. 
All netting and trapping I think should be Interdicted, and only 
fishing with books and lines permitted, and In case of set lines, 
only a certain number of books to a line, and no one person 
allowed to set, own, or control more that a limited number of 
lines, within a certain limited distance. The streams within the 
Jurisdiction and control of local legislation can be, and usually 
are protected by such laws, but the generous laws of the United 
States allows too much liberty In this matter of fishing In the 
great highway rivers. One man. If be so determines, mty selfishly 
deprive whole communities of tbelr rights to catch and enjoy flsh, 
simply because be for bis own profit chooses to catch and desiroy 
great and small, himself. Another good and sufficient reason 
for prohibiting nets In the Mississippi Is, that the attempts being 
made to Introduce shad and salmou Into the great valley system, 
by both the United States and state commissions, should have a 
fair and unobstructed field for the experiment, the final success 
of which I have most sanguine hopes. 

Perhaps an efficient remedy to prevent such destructive and 
exhaustive fishing would be congressional legislation, In effect 
that, all persons who catch fish, as a business and so sell, from 
any public waters whatever, should pay a certain sum of money 
as a license for such privilege; the sum to be regulated In amount 
according to the mode of catching and appjlances used and quan¬ 
tity of flsh captured. The money paid for the said licenses to be 
expended for the continuous propagation and re-stocking of such 
waters, or, In lieu of such money, they might deliver a certain 
quantity of fertilized spawn to the United States or State Flab 
Commissions as national or state laws would ludtcate, for the re¬ 
stocking of the same waters. The sum necessary would be but 
trifling, and the expenditure a good Investment, eveu a benefit, 
and Increasing Income to the fishermen, and not only to them, 
but the community at large. 

One moment more and I have done. I want and ask the co-oper¬ 
ation of every gentleman here. In urging, firmly and persistently, 
the necessity of systematically stocking the Mississippi and Its 
affluents with shad and salmon. If we unite, the U. 8. Commis¬ 
sioner will give a respectful attention to the request. A proper 
and continued effort should be inaugurated, such as never yet has 
been made, until It Is proved to be Impracticable, or Its success 
demonstrated.

Carp Breeding in California. 

Mr. Poppe's ranch Is favorably located near the foot of a 
mountain, and is supplied with several never-falling springs of 
pure water. He has constructed, at great expense, six large 
ponds. Weeds, grass and willows grow abundantly around these 
ponds, which afford sufficient shade from the sun, and shelter 
from the winds. Consequently the carp thrive and grow very 
large, and are apparently as much at home as In tbelr own native 
waters In Europe. 

Mr. Poppe brought the carp from Rhlnefelt, Germany, In 
August, 1871. Of the eighty-three started with, only five puny, 
sickly flsh were brought safely to Sonoma. The hot weather in 
New York harbor and the want of Ice on the ocean steamer be¬ 
ing the cause of the great mortality. The five brought to Sonoma 
Increased In size, In the following May, from five Inches to six¬ 
teen Inches, and the number Increased to three thousand. Since 
that time many have been sold and the number In the ponds Is 
still very large. Sonoma county la well stocked with this Euro¬ 
pean stranger. Among others who are now successfully en¬ 
gaged In the propagation of this flsh In the county may be men¬ 
tioned A. V. LaMotte, Sonoma; J. A. Klelser, Cloverdale; Wm. 
Stephens, Sebastopol; H. P. Holmes, Santa Rosa; Levi Davis, 
Forestvllle; Sylvester Scott, Cloverdale; and Mr. Field, Petaluma. 
Outside of Sonoma county the culture of cat p la also carried on 
successfully, Quite recently shipments have been made to the 
Sandwich Islands, Nevada and Centra] America. 

The carp does not resemble any flsh found In California waters, 
though In the East the Buffalo Ash Is said to bear some resem¬ 
blance to Ik The tench, likewise an Eastern fish, Is s so said to 
be similar to It In many respects. Doubtless our readers have 
bad an opportunity of examining the carp, and are acquainted 
with Its general appearance. For the benefit of those who have 
not seen It, we give a description, taken from a paper lately writ¬ 
ten by Mr. Rudolph Heaeell, which may be found In the Com¬ 
missioners’ Report to the U. & Fish Commission, 1S78: 

“The carp," says Mr. Heaael, "has a toothless mouth, thick 
llpa, and foar barbels on the upper Jaw. In place of the usual 
teeth of the mouth, there are a number of stout teeth on the 
pharyngeal bones, which are arranged la three rows. It has one 
single dorsal, which Is longer than the anal. Both of these fins 
have at their origin, on the anterior edge, a strong ray, which It 
serrated In a downward direction. The caudal Is of semicircular 
shape, and the natatory bladder Is divided Into two section a, 
with connecting air passage. The Scales have an entire edge, 
and the body Is compressed on ibe sides. Th» general color of 
the aides and back Is a dark ollve-browu, the abdomen of a 


whitish-yellow or orange tint. The coloring depends, as with all 
flsh, pertly upon the age and season, partly upon the water, the 
soil, and also upon the food of the fish.” 

The food of the carp consists principally of the fungus and 
other vegetable matter usually found at tbe bottom of ponds, 
When the fish are to be fed (which Is necessary In order to Insure 
great size, etc.) there Is no particular diet provided, for the carp 
la proverbial for being the moat easily satisfied fish with respect 
to diet that can be found. It eats greedily beans, peas, blood, 
curd, grain, and In fact almost anything else. It thrives most 
rapidly In ponds which have still water and muddy bottoms. 
Many things could be said about their habits and characteristics, 
tbe methods used In bringing them to market In Europe,and fioally 
In tbe preparation and construction nf artificial ponds for their 
proper accomodation, but our space will prevent us from enter¬ 
ing upou these subjects. At some future time, perhaps, we may 
give the desired Information, but for the present what we have 
already written concerning them will have to suffice .—Sonoma 
Index 


Trout Culture in Nevidu. 


The Virginia City Enterprise says: We yesterday took a trip 
out to tbe big reservoir on the Ophlr grade, some three miles 
from the city, and found It quite an Interesting place to visit 
The reservoir Is a large and beam Iful sheet of water, occupying 
tbe summit of tbe dividing ridge between American Flat and 
Wbshoe Valley. It was no easy plsce In which to construct a 
work of the kind. The ground was almost solid rock from the 
start In this rock was blastedout the reservoir, which Is fifteen 
feet In depth a short distance from lt> shores. It was built at a 
cost of over 190,000, and Is a work that will stand as long as the 
earth endures. 

That which first attracts the attention of the visitor to the 
reservoir Is tbe stock of trout seen darting about In and leaping 
from Its waters. These are principally brook trout and In the 
reservoir are not less than 40,000 to 50,000. They are seen 
glancing about and leaping up In all parts of tbe reservoir, bu’ 
at the polut where the water pours in from tbe mountains they 
literally swarm. 

The trout are on guard by thousands at the point where the 
water comes In from the flume, and Instantly pounce upon ant 
Insect that comes In from the mountains. A short distance up 
this flume Is a large and deep tank to which the trout may pass 
from the reservoir, and In the lank are always hundreds of flsh 
that have gathered there to have the first chance at any game 
i bat the Inflowing water may bring. By means of a sort of wire 
scoop shovel, dozens of fish may be brought up from tbe depths 
of this tank at a single haul. 

The trout are fed about once a week. Tbelr favorite food Is 
chopped liver, and when they are fed they rush from all parts of 
the poud and lash the water Into a foam. As the water grows 
cold in the beginning of Winter tbelr digestive organs gradually 
cease to act, and there Is a time when they do not seem to eat 
at all. They do not grow In Winter, and lose a good deal In 
weight All are much thinner and lighter In the Spring than they 
were in the Fall. 

At a large spring sotne forty rods west of the reservoir, and 
down In a small viney, is a house for batching trout The trout 
spawn la November, and tbe eggs hatch toward Spring. In flow¬ 
ing to tnqhatphlng boxes, the water passes through six thick¬ 
nesses of fll^nel, stretched on as many scums, forming divisions 
in tbe tank from which Is derived the water supply for tbe hatch¬ 
ing. boxes. 

In a small pond near the hatching bouse there are some 15,000 
trout about three Inches In length, which will In due time be re¬ 
moved to some one of the reservoirs of the water company. 

The reservoir In this city on tbe Divide, though not so large as 
that of which we have been speaking, Is equally well stocked with 
trout. In Marietta Lake, up In the mountains, there are known 
to be at least 150 OoO trout of various sizes. There are probably 
many more In this lake, as last year they began breeding naturally, 
there being several creeks putting Into the lake up which they 
may go to spawn. 

It is a pleasant drive ont to the reservoir above described, and 
what is to be seen there will well repay tbe curious In such mat- 
tersr besides, on the way are to be had some fine views of moun¬ 
tain scenery. 

A Hatching House at Moo Behead Lake. 


Banoor, Ma. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The suggestion of tbe state fishery 
commission In their report of 1878, has been promptly acted 
upon by the proprietors of tbe Klneo House at Moosehead Lake. 
A hatching bou-e thirty feet by sixteen, contain log eight troughs, 
eighteen feet In length by sixteen Inches In width, capable of ac¬ 
commodating one-halt million of trout eggs, has been built un¬ 
der the superintendence of Mr. H. O. Stanley, of Dixlleld. There 
Is room not only to add to tbe number of troughs, but also by 
the addition of wire bottomed trays, such as are used by Mr. 
Atkins at the U. 8. works at Grand Lake stream, to double tbe 
capacity of the house. Mr. Dennen, whom everybody knows and 
respects as the proprietor of the Kineo House, Is having a com¬ 
fortable house built for the man In charge during tbe Winter. 
The surrounding grounds are also to be Improved, as It has al¬ 
ready become a favorite resort for the sight-seers at the lake. 
Nothing so popularizes flsh culture ss to afford tbe people an 
opportunity to familiarize themselves with Its simple details, and 
realize that It requires only the plain common sense and Judg¬ 
ment needed to tend a stock of poultry or milk a cow. Moose- 
bead Lake will now not only have half a million trout eggs 
yearly hatched and turned Into bar waters, but will also add 
salmon to restock the exhausted waters of the Kennebec. 
Twenty thousand landlocked salmon from Grand Lake stream, 
were this year contributed to her stock by the commissioners, ss 
a future attraction to her anglers. If It pleases our legislative 
law-makers, the commissioners will continue to add to her 
piscatorial wealth, and gladden the hearts of her fishermen, from 
the mouth of tha Kennebec to Brussau waters, with both land¬ 
locked and sea salmon. While by tha establishing of hatching 
bouses at the sources of our great rivers, as at Rangely and 
Moosehead, much expense Is saved to tha state In the wearisome 
and anxious work of transporting tbs young fry over a rough 
and new country, even a mors valued result Is attained, In ability 
to plant the anadromous fishes iat river sources, to which they 
will always again, by the dictates of Instinct, seek to return. 
Above all, It Imparts a knowledge of the laws of pisciculture, and 
Its Importance, upon toe ground and among tbe people who 
moat require Its teachings. Who shall we now look to to give us 
hatching houses at Penobscot river sources!

It says: There Is now a 
prospect that a ditch will be cut from tbe extreme headwaters of 
Salmon creek to a small stream that empties Into the Deschutes, 
thus affording an uninterrupted communication for flsh that are 
seeking spawning grounds, between Black river and Budd’s Inlet. 
It la thought that when this work la once accomplished, a small 
eapenae each year will suffice to keep a sufficient depth of water 
In the connecting ditch lo allow tbe fish an easy access either

Small Fry. 

Tbr Fisb Trade or Newark, N. J.—Most of the flsh sold In 
Centre Market are brought to this city from New York In 
wagons, between midnight end sunrise, and are the product of 
tbe previous day’s hauls. Blue-fish that are caught along tbe 
Jersey shore one day, get to our market the following morning. 
Halibut and cod are brought alive In wells, or on Ice, to New 
Yorkj In the fishing smacks which dally arrive at the markets In 
tbitwlty. White-fish and other varieties are brought by rail 
boxed and iced, from tbelr native lakes. A good selection can 
always be found, and no one need ever buy a flsh that Is “ s 
little off ” If they will pay particular attention to the brightness 
of tbe eyes end firmness of flesh, end not to tbe color of the gill 
lining. Stiffness end metallic lnatre of scales always denote a 
very fresh flsh, as neither condition esn be filled by s fisb that 
has been dead half a day, unless frozen Immediately after 
capture.— Sunday Call. 

Bad for Virginia Fisb. —The dry spell of weather for the 
peat month bss caused tbe creeks lu sdjolnltfg counties to dry 
up and mills to cease operations, causing great Inconvenience. 
In some places wells which have hlthcrtd stood tbe severest 
droughts are drying.

Editor Chicago Firld :—It Is with mingled feelings of pleas¬ 
ure and regret that I take up my pen to write the biogra¬ 
phy of my old dog. Trim, alas 1 long since translated to the 
happy buuttug grounds. Peace be with him, and may bis future 
be as pleasant as the days spent on earth. May he find In those 
spirit woodlands numberless ruffed grouse, and obtain for a 
companion some congenial human spirit to roam with him their 
grateful shade until I shall come. Then will his cup of happi¬ 
ness ever overflow, and the reward to well earned here be bis 
Trim wss rather an ordinary looking pointer, of the old Spanish 
type. His sire came from Cuba, sod was said to be from stock 
that bad been kept pure for more than a hundred years. He waa 
so staunch that he was worthless for bunting, as the first scent 
of game that he struck would luvarlably freeze him stiff, and 
nothing could stir him except brute force. I have frequently 
flushed and killed the bird to his point, and after gathering It, 
and showing it to blm and vainly trying to Induce him to move 
on—he all the while perfectly rigid—I have taken him by the 
collar and dragged him many rods away, only to have him, In¬ 
variably, as soon as I let go of blm, rush back to where he 
found the scent, resume his point to stay there, unless forced 
away, so long as the least vestige of taint was In the air. I have 
known him to remain for hours, as I several tlmee left him to 
his fate, and would seldom see him until the next morning. I 
bred him to s very good looking lemon end white bitch, very 
fast and s good fielder, but rather too delicate for rough work. 
The result was a fine litter of eight. I selected the subject of 

the sketch and christened him Trim. He was the best dog that 

the world ever produced, and the best one that I ever saw. Hold 
on ! [ believe I have got that standard quotation a little mixed, 

but as It is gospel truth let It stand. 

I hail no end of trouble with him In his early days, as he did 
not take kindly to the course of Instruction that I considered In- 
dlspenslble to his futnre well doing; It was literally a course of 
sprouts to him. After many trials, and much tribulation, I suc¬ 
ceeded lo teaching him to retrieve—when he had a mind to. I 
bad no trouble In teaching him to charge, ae that appeared to be 
his forte He was the most listless pup that I ever saw, and 
could discount the original “ lazy dog." I should have been ut¬ 
terly discouraged had I not seen him, when but nine weeks old, 
make several beautiful points on small birds; and on rare oc¬ 
casions I had seen him let himself out In wonderful burets of 
speed. I was hungering and thirsting for a dog that would 
point his game in the same beautiful gamey style, and get 
around In the same lively manner, and so was very patient with 
blin, hoping, almost against hope, that he would sometimes brace 
up and repay me for my trouble. I kept blm until be was nearly 
a year old, wbeu my mother, who had suffered long but not al¬ 
ways In silence, emphatically told me that she would stand it 
no longer; Trim must go. Following close upon this dictum 
was a long list of blB sins of omission and commission, the for¬ 
mer consisting mslnly In omitting to get up from his favorite 
place before the fire when anyone wae coming, and thla perform¬ 
ance had just ended, with herself as principle actress, in a wild 
whirl of dress goods and a sad mixing np of woman, dog and 
the big arm chair. There was a light In her eye that I did not 
dare disregard; therefore, the next morning, early, I took Trim 
about three miles from home, to a farmer friend —who bad 
vainly asked me for blm several times, as be was overrun with 
woodchucks, and thought that the dog would rid blm of the 
pests. I left him with blm upon conditions that he should use 
him we 1, and return him to me In the Fall when I commenced 
hunting. He thankfully received him and promised to take the 
best of care of him, and to return blm safe. 

1 must confess that my feelings on my homeward journey 
were far from agreeable. I bad done a dishonorable act; I bad 
foisted upon my unsuspecting and guileless farmer friend a 
worthless cur. How should I ever look blm In the face again I On 
account of this feeling I did not go to see Trim, and It was 
more than a month before I saw the farmer. It wae with con¬ 
scious blushes and a deep feeling of abjection that I responded 
to bis charge, "how fare you!" and was much surprised when 
he proceeded to laud Trim to the skies. “ Why,” said be, “ I 
haven’t fed blm a mouthful since he has been there; he catches 
a woodchuck every day, and sometimes two, and don’t eat any¬ 
thing else." I took an early opportunity to pay Trim a visit, as, 
notwithstanding his many faults, I bad swarm place lu my heart 
for blm. I shall never forget the human expression of bis eyes 
as he looked up at me when I spoke his same. My eyes were 
full of tears, and I put my arm around his neck and did not 
speak for some time, and was Just thinking that the farmer and 
his wife would think that I waa foolish when he said'; “ Mary, 
I never saw such an expression in any eye, dumb or human, but 
once before lu my life, and that waa np under the big elm when 
I asked a certain little woman a certain little question, end she 
laid her bead on my shoulder and looked Just like that dog did; 
I re.lly believe he's got a soul, and I don't wonder that the boy 
sets such store by him." This* was many, many yean ago, but 
the scene waa Impressed Indelibly upon my memory, and often¬ 
times, with mental vision, I see that loving glance. 

At the urgent request of the farmer I let Trim ' remain with 
him until the middle of November, whan I brought blm home 
and took blm out for a hunt. If possible he was lister than 
ever, and I had bard work to make him keep with me; be would 
Me down and I could hardly start him. After a while be seemed 
to understand that It was either travel or trouble, and he fol¬ 
lowed at heel with a dogged look that did not augur very well 
for future usefulness. He paid not the slightest attention to 
the other dog, and when I killed a bird be took no notice of It 
whatever, and continued to act In this manner during several 
tripe. One day when I saw hi n walk through a bevy of quails 
and the birds rose all around him, and he took no more notice 
of them than If they had been so many files, I was utterly dis¬ 
couraged. On my way home I was thtnkl g it over, and the 
mors I thought the lee* I liked It, and I made up my mind that 
I would take him out the next day and shoot him. When I 
started out In the moral g I told my father that I should lesvs 
Trim In the swamps unless ha aho» ed some signs. It was herd 
to make up my mind to thla, but my patteoce wee en¬ 
tirely exhausted, and I was heartbroken with hta ap¬ 
athetic disposition. I hunted through tbe forenoon with fair 
success, and had aatan my lunch and wss Just reedy to start when 
my other dog cams to a point, right In the path; I walked In 
ahead and flashed s bevy of quells that flaw straight down the 


cart path, about thirty rode, and scattered in some low brush on 
the hillside. I followed and had picked up several of them, 
when I happened to think that I bad not seen Trim for some 
time; I whistled, but to no purpose, and started back expecting 
to find blm, asleep, where I bad eaten lnnch, but when I got 
Into the path, and looked up It, I was never more astonished In 
my life than to see this brute of a Trim on a staunch point, 
where the birds first started from. My mind was In a perfect 
whirl; I waa completely dosed, and It was some little time before 
I stirred from my tracks. There wss this dog, that had followed 
me around for two weeks with bead and tall down, and bad never 
In the whole time shown the least sign of Intelligence, cow wide 
awake, every hair bristling with excitement, his bead well np, tall 
straight, and a magnificent sight ss be stood In the open, just at 
the top of rising ground, his form outlined upon the clear sky, 
hie jaws quivering with excitement, end every angle and curve 
of bla body expressing eager deelre. Here at last was the posi¬ 
tion of my long cherished wish for a dog that would make a 
s yllah, gamey point. I walked up to him, sod with many a lov¬ 
ing pat and kind word endeav red to make blm understand that 
1 was In full sympathy with him, and that, thenceforth, I was 
his loving friend. It was laughable to see the other dog perform; 
although one of the beet dogs to bock, th<t I ever owned, be 
wss undoubtedly so much surprised to see Trim point, that be 
forgot all abont It, and with a quizzical glance out of the corner 
of his eye up to me, be walked up to him wagging his tall, and 
for half a minute looked at him with such a comical expression 
that I could Dot help laughing; then he touched his note to him 
as If to >ee If he were alive, SDd moved a step in front and sud¬ 
denly froze In bis tracks I bad supposed, until now, that Trim 
wae pointing the old eceut where the birds rose a half hour be¬ 
fore, bnt knowing that the old dog would not do this, I began to 
think that there was more to the circus tlian appeared In the bills, 
so I stepped lo, ahead, when np rose a quail that had been left. 
.With a mental prayer that I might be loaded with straight powder 
I pulled trigger and bad the satisfaction of seeing the bird tum¬ 
ble. More than pleased with the whole performance, I loaded 
up and ordered the old dog to fetch, when Trim, with a rush 
like the swoop of an eagle, fairly distanced him, and picking up 
the bird returned, at a two-forty gait, and laid It lu my hand 
without ruffling a feather. To say that I was happy does not 
express more than half of It; I was nearly delirious with Jo. , 
and I fear that I cut tome foolish capers sud said many silly 
things. It was Dearly an boar before I felt steady enough 'O 
continue my bunt Somehow I did not expect to ever see blm 
make another point and was very agreeably surprised, when I 
ordered the old dog on, to see Trim take the gait of a race-horse 
and quarter his ground like a veteran. He soon struck 
scent, and made another beautiful point; the old dog backed him 
this time without SDy misgiving; I walked up to him SDd gave 
him a loving pat, when he moved on and I followed close to blm 
for a quarter of a mile, and such beautiful roadlng I never saw 
before; he never showed theleaat doubt or hesitancy, but, with 
bis head high In the air, foUowed the birds through brake 
and briar parch, and finally brought up at the edge of a small 
clump of bushes. After admiring his beautiful pose s moment I 
kicked the bushes, when up rose a full bevy of quails. I think 
that the excitement that I had gone through had unnerved me, 
as I did not harm a feather with either barrel. Taking a little 
time to recover my balance, I followed them up, and found them 
among some scattered birches. Trim behaved beautifully of his 
owuacco'd; be took the wind, and with head up, he would un¬ 
erringly locate every bird. ' 

I i.ad always considered the old dog as first rate, and be was a 
hard dog to beat, but be was just nowhere. Trim found all the 
birds and pointed them In grand style; his every movement wss 
beautiful to see; talk of Ibe poetry of motion; here It was ex¬ 
emplified. Every stride was a stanza, and every point that he 
made was s whole jrolume. It was with feelings of deep, heart¬ 
felt satisfaction that I wended my way home. I felt as though I 
was walking on air; 1 had visions of glorious sport In the future; 
henceforth I should feast my 811,and enjoy to the full that ecstatic 
feeling of almost perfect bliss that only he can know who has a 
perfect dog. 

When I told my father In glowing language the result of 
Trim's last trial he did not entirely disbelieve me, as be knew 
(bat I always carried my little hatchet; but expressed a strong 
desire to go outjwltb me the next day and see this paragon, and 
judge for himself. The next morning we were early afoot, 
and soon arrived at the covert. Giving Trim the word 
be was off like a shot; we were In an alder ran, 
some fifty yards In width, with s broad ditch running 
the whole length; Trim was covering the whole ground, 
leaping the ditch at every turn. We had proceeded some dis¬ 
tance, when, just as be rose to clear the ditch, he struck scent, 
and, as he hsd not fairly extended himself for the leap, In he 
went neck and heels. When we got there we could only see the 
top of his head and the end of his nose; the rest of blm bad 
sunk In the mud with which the ditch was filled; but he hsd not 
broken his point; he was rigid as marble. After a little trouble 
I succeeded In getting across to*where I could reach him, and, 
grasping his collar, I landed him on the bank and scraped the 
mud from him. He never moved s muscle, but, If anything, wss 
more rigid thin before. I stepped in to raise the bird, supposing 
that there must be one close by, when he carefully moved for¬ 
ward; we had gone but a few steps before I noticed that his style 
was altogether different from that of the day before; then he was 
magnificent; now be was glorious. Notwithstanding his be¬ 
draggled condition, be was s most beautiful sight and something 
wonderful to behold, as, with head high In sir, bis eyes protrnd- 
tng from bis head, bis mouth partly open sod froth covering his 
lips,he followed the trail ss I have often Imsgtned the lordly lion 
movea on Ills prey; there was no noise end his every motion was 
perfect-grace, and a hen, at last, he came to a stand and refused 
to advance another step we stood some time without speaklnv, 
drinking In w.th our eyes the wonderful picture. I broke the 
weird spell by advancing a few steps, when, with a mighty roar, 
up rose four or five raffed grouse. Catching s glimpse of one 
that started to fly back, I whirled, and throwing my gun In bis 
direction made a soap shot, sod wss rewarded by hearing that 
soul-aattsfytng thud as he struck the ground. Quickly loading, 
I bade Trim seek deed; he wee off like a flash, sod soon returned 
wt h the bird. I never saw a dumb brute express more pleasure 
than he; circling round me, with arched heck, be proudly carried 
the bird, and tried plainly to express bis joy and to make me 
nnderstand that this waa bla game. He was vary loth to give 
up the bird, and after I bad taken It be teemed so disappointed 
that I let him have It again, which pleased blm very much, sad 
be started off hunting with the bird in bis mouth. We were 
very much amused to tee blm perform and wore greatly tston- 
labed to tee blm come to e point, still bolding the bird In bis 
month. Walking up to him be commenced reading, and fol¬ 
lowed the bird more than a hundred yard* and finally brought 
him to bay In a corner. At I walked In, ahead, the bird rose and 
I succeeded In bringing blm d we. After loading I attempted 
to get the bird etlU lo bis month, but be did not want to give It 
up, aod t • see what ha would do I ordered blm to seek dead; he 
soon found It, and dropping tba one Be bad be picked np the one 
Just killed and brought It to me, and, before I bed a chance to 
say a word, was off and brought ms the other one end gave It np 


readily. We concluded that he thought that the first bird wss 
tome rare specimen, and the only one that he would ever see,and 
he was therefore not going to loee sight of It, but finding that 
the " woods were fall of them ” he thought that I bad bettor 
carry It These were the first ruffed grouse that be bad seen and 
I made up my mind that, although he loved them so well, he 
would prove their de dly foe—a prediction, I am happy to aay, 
that ru abundantly verified on many occasions in after years. 
They were emphatically bis game, and although he wss a remark¬ 
able quail and woodcock dog, and appeared to take great delight 
in tbelr pursuit, there was not that earnestness, that high and 
lofty style that took possession of him at soon ss he struck the 
scent of bis favorites. A very enthusiastic friend, who shot with 
me a great deal, need to say that if 1 would bring him a single 
hair, plucked from Trim when he was on s point, that be could 
tell me what bird was before blm. 

There was an incident connected with this day’s bunt that 
made a deep and lasting Impression upon both of ns; It was an 
exhibition of Intelligence such as we bad never witnessed be¬ 
fore. Upon our return we passed through the slder ran, and, 
on account of betier walking, kept on tbe bank of the ditch, 
with Trim close at heel; when we arrived at the ilace where he 
fell In, he stepped in front and looking np at ns, with a wag¬ 
gish expression in his eye and a positive grin on bis face, ap¬ 
peared to enjoy the remembrance of his mishap of the morning; 
we both laughed heartily, and I am sure that the dog was laugh¬ 
ing too. I am well aware that anything of this kind, when put 
on paper, loees a very large portion of Its most Interesting fea¬ 
tures; It Is utterly Impossible to depict tbe eloquent expression 
of his eye, or the significant wag of hit tall; the performances 
must have been seeu to be fully appreciated. 

Trim’s reasoning faculties were of a high order, and I could 
give you hundreds of Instances similar to th - above, but for fear 
of being too prolix I will forbear; this being tbe first time that 
he bad displayed this wonderful faculty, It struck us as being 
something remarkable. The day was a glorious revelation to 
me; I caught a glimpse of some of the possibilities of ruffed 
grouse hunting: hitherto I had hunted them, as almost every 
one does, In a haphazard manner, thanking the gods when I waa 
lucky enough to bag one, and was not very particular how It was 
done, provided I got.lt. I liked the birds well enough but had 
always looked upon them as too wild and canning for me, and 
bad never spent much time upon them, devoting nearly all my 
time to woodcock and quails; but this day’s sport had covtnc d 
m that there was a wealth of genuine soul-satlsfylng sport In 
their pursuit that I had not dreamed of, and hat no more royal 
game bird graced onr forests, an opinion that has been strength¬ 
ened year by year, and to-day I bad rather take a good dog and 
follow up some old, wary cock grouse, even If I did not get blm, 
than to bag a dozen woodcock or qnalls. Excuse thtsdlgresslon, 
as I am a little daft on the grouse question, and when I get a 
going do not know when to stop. There was one more revelation 
connected with this day that I caught a faint glimpse of that I must 
ineutlou. I thought that I knew about all there waa to be known 
about hunting, but before night I had the faintest suspicion of the 
fact that the dog knew more than I did about some things, and 
I had hunted but a few days with him before every doubt upon 
the subject was removed, and, ever after, when there was any 
conflict of opinion as to where the birds were, I let the dog have 
his own way. Thla waa brought about by observing that when 
I was at fault In marking down a bird that Trim bad Ideas of his 
own upon the subject, which were generally correct; he was 
rarely at fault, and wae possessed of a remarkable faculty for 
locating a flushed bird. He appeared to know Intuitively just 
where It would alight. In vain would I try to make him hunt 
closer tho particular bit of cover where I had seen the bird go 
dowp, and, after several tlmee tramping the spot out myself to 
no purpose, he would, nearly alwa s, lead me straight to tbe bird. 
Once, I shall never forget, I tried to make blm go back and work 
over a corner that we had just come through, feeling sure that I 
had marked the bird correctly, and that It was lying close In there;

im PAPER—THE PARTRIDGES. 

The Arizona Colin— Lophortyz gamboll . 

This superb bird Is one of the few species of which we have 
especial reason to be proud, not so mucb, perhaps, on account of 
Its gameness and the sport ltaffords, but because of its wondrous 
beauty, Its peculiar life, aud Its apparent desire to court the 
society of and become familiar with man; It is tbe one redeeming 
feature of some of the most worthless and unsightly regions of 
the continent. 

Until quite recently It seems to have been generally confounded 
with the valley colln of California, and as it bears a close re¬ 
semblance to It in general appearance and In habits, It Is not 
at all strange. To-day, lo some sections of the southwestern 
territories, It stUl bears tbs name, and even Dr. Elliot Couea, 
usually tbe most ready to detect such discrepancies seems to 
have been misled at one time, as in 1865 he wrote of It as Lo- 
s iphoriyx califomicv*, In an English publication devoted to 
T>rnltbology, known as the lbit . 

■Formerly the range of the Arizona colln or “ Gambel’s quail," 
as It Is more generally designated, was a matter of considerable 
discussion and doubt, but now, thanks to the energetic labors of 
Doctors Cooper, HeermanD, Kennedy, Samuel Woodhouse, 
Yarrow and Couea, of the United States surrey, and lhe notes 
and observations of Mr. Dresser, Captain French and Colonel 
McCall, It has been determined with comparative precision. In 
speaking of the valley colln we have noted its occasional range 
eastward Into tbe Colorado Desert to the neighborhood of Soda 
Lake, where empties the waters of the Mojave (or Mohave)—a 
stream that rises in tbe Ssn Bernardino mountains of California 
and flows to the east, though not generally depicted on maps, the 
older ones especially—following the comparative fertile belt that 
borders this river; sod It la here, and here only, that this species 
sod the Arizona variety even mingle or meet on common 
ground; we do not Intend to convey the Idea that they breed 
together, or associate together In universal flocks, as that haa not 
been observed, bat merely that both occupy the same locality. 
Farther to tbe south Osmbel's colln penetrates tbe desert for 
some miles, reaching Almo Mucbo, according to Colonel McCall, 
some forty or flfly toilet west of tbe Colorado river; and these 
two point* would teem to limit It* range toward the Factflc; 
the great desert may be considered aa preventing farther progress 
In this direction. 

To tbe east, It has been met with In Western Text* toward 
Baa Antonio, particularly about Eagle Springs ou tbe road 
between that city and-EI Faso, wherever water courses or pools 
prevail, and even at conatderabls distances from them, and 
ganerally also along the Rio Grande bottoms and tbe LlmpU 
river, about ona hundred miles east of Fecoe, aa well aa In tbe 
Nueces valley, where It trespasses upon tbe haunt* of the Mas 
sens bird (Cgrtoupt maawn*). Southern Utah, and prrhap* 
southern Colorado, limit tbalr range to the north, while to the 
southward they are fonnd to Inhabit the Mexican provinces of 
Sonora, Chihuahua and Cobaullla, where they haunt for the most 
part rocky and volcanic country or the wide greasy plain* where 
vegetation frequently grow* so rank as to reach above the bellies 
Of the horses that traverse them. 
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Arisons and New Mexico may be considered aa the home 
proper of tbe blrda, and they may bare be found la almoet any 
locality; but owing to their peculiar modea of life, but little eport 
can be bad where tbe country la wild and deaolate, M-lo aucb 
regions they are not only very aby and wild, uiuaJlJf rut their 
caprlcea are almoet certain to load one Into danger, indeed, one 
of tbe greatest nrawbacka to eport In tbeae terrltorlea are tbe 
chances that the hunter may become tbe hunted, and tbe 
pleasures of the cbaae diversified by being chased. Were It not 
tor tbe savage tribes that roam tbeae plains we should, as Dr. 
Coues remarks, “ here have the acme of quail shooting.” In tbe 
Oils and Colorado valleys, perhaps, tbe birds are to be found In 
greatest numbers, and they are very abundant as well In southern 
Arizona towards tbe Mexican border. Among the canyons 
about Mount Turubull, wbere from tbe apparently waterless con¬ 
dition of the region It would seem Impossible for them to exist, 
they are quite numerous, and also about Camp Apache. On tbe 
Mesa, about Camp McDowell, they swarm In myriads; and the 
larger towns, as Tucson, In Arizona, and Santa Fe, In New 
Mexico, are go$d points for sportsmeo, and though birds are to 
be met with In greater quantities a few leagues either to tbe 
north or south of these cities, yet they will not afford any better 
eport. Again, there are numerous streams In both territories 
that from tbelr prefixes bear evidence to the abundauce of game, 
as “ Partridge River," *' Partridge Creek,” "Quail’s Hole,” etc. 

The Gila and Colorado valleys—by Colorado we mean tbe great 
western river of that name that empties Into the Gulf of Cali¬ 
fornia, not the Rio Colorado of Texas—are the paradisaical 
abodes of tbeae collns. Officers of the U. 8. army who have been 
stationed at Camp La Pax and Fort Yuma—tbe latter Is tbe post 
where when men die they are said to Invariably send back for 
their blankets—state birds to be very abundant In those neighbor¬ 
hoods, easily procured, and to furnlsb most excellent sport 
From tbe junction of tbe Gila and Colorado, where Yuma 
stands, to aud above the point wbere the waters of tbe 8an Pedro 
mingle their flood with tbe former stream, excellent shooting 
may be had at almost any season, and those from eastern states 
who desire to enjoy It will find this point more easy of access 
than most others In tbe territory, as a line of steamers ply be¬ 
tween the moutn of tbe Colorado and San Francisco, and a line 
of light draught "oats will carry from the former point to Yuma, 
a distance of about one hundred and sixty miles. 

In southern Utah, though not so numerous as along the Gila 
and Colorado bottoms, the collns are still found In sufficient 
quantities to satisfy the most eager. From Harmony southward 
they are residents throughout tbeeutire year, and they rear from 
one to two broods etch season, apparently, as young birds two- 
thirds grown are by no me .ns uncommon during tbe first weeks 
of October. Here they frequent tbe grain fields and vineyards In 
coveys of from fifty to’one hundre i or more, and they habitually 
roost In the heavy brush along the banks of rivulets and the 
small streams that are conducted through tbe fields for Irrigating 
purposes, resorting thither shortly before sundown or as the 
shades of twilight begin to deepen, departing again about sun¬ 
rise for rocky and waste hills and ground, which are favorite 
haunts during tbe day, and always sought when possible as a 
refuge from danger. 

Less wild and vigilant than the valley colln, beautiful to the 
eye, and affo ding considerable sport, their existence and the 
recreation they provide Is the one pleasant feature, frequently, of 
the Isolated life on the plains and In tbe mountains of New 
Mexico and Arizona, to which many^-army officers are doomed 
for months, and even years, at a time. Existence Is almost In¬ 
supportable in some regions, the southwest counties of the latter 
territory especially, owing to the extreme heat In Summer, 
which totally enervates and unfits one for the chase of larger 
game; hence colln shooting Is almost the only safe outdoor rec¬ 
reation than can be Indulged In as a means of dispelling ennui 
The Influence of the great Colorado Desert extends for miles in¬ 
land; It Is an Immense oven where hot and rarefied air Is gener¬ 
ated which rages iu_t£grchlng blasts from time to time over the 
couutry, causing drydealcattng currents that exhaust the moist¬ 
ure which would otherwise come down from the North In the 
Winter; and for a like cause the rain which waters northern 
Sonora and Chihuahua does not reach here, tbe dry air absorbing 
It all; consequently there Is a large rainless area that la con¬ 
stantly denied humidity, and will continue to be an almost bar¬ 
ren waste until the desert again becomes a sea as It must have 
been In past ages. Geologists assure us that this desert was 
formerly covered by the waters of the Gulf of California, and 
practical engineers having discovered It to be below tbe level of 
low tide, maintain that It can again be submerged and cooled at 
comparatively lit le expense, and the surrounding country again 
rendered fertile. Now the thermometer frequently rises to one 
hundred and eleven and one hundred and thirteen degrees Faren- 
helt, In the shade, and In consequence the surface of the earth Is 
frequently so heated as to preclude the possibility of man walking 
upon It, without blistering hla feet, and we wonder how any 
form of life can exist; yet the collns seem to enjoy It, and may 
frequently be seen out In the open under the burning rays of the 
noonday sun, rolling, playing and dusting themselves in the 
sand. 

Water doe* oot appear to be Mpecfally neceasary to the wel- 
fare of the species, as they are capable of suffering prolonged 
drought—though whether It affects the reproduction function or 
not we cannot say,—as may be judged from their Inhabiting bar¬ 
ren wastes wbere all forms of fluid seem to be utterly wanting. 
Indeed, as far as residence Is concerned, the blrda generally seem 
Indifferent to their surroundings, being equally at home any¬ 
where If there be but a reasonable supply of food, and many of 
the places where they are found would surprise tbe Inhabitant of 
eastern states. Brakes, beside which the worst Ungled woodcock 
thicket of Atlantic regions will compare most favorably, harbor 
numbers of them, and even this relative estimate falls to convey 
an adequate Idea of some of tbelr places of refuge, as the vegeta¬ 
ble growth of so dry a climate Is of a peculiarly stiff, dose, and 
unyielding character. Ground covered with granite boulders, 
and of lavejorroatlon, devoid of all forms of vegetation save, 
perhaps, a few lichens and mosses, and stunted straggling weeds, 
maoage somehow or other to afford support and sustenance to 
considerable numbers; mountain forests, whose coniferous trees 
bend under the superincumbent weight of accumulated snow, 
•Ids grassy plains rank with verdure, dense meaqult, mtamosa

daylight becomes changed Into dark and gloomy night,—all are 
frequented with equ I delight and comfort seemingly; and snd- 
transitions as from burning tropical beat to tbe extreme

act determined by exigencies and the Immediate threatening of 
daoffer. • 

Ordinarily less thy and wild than tbe California variety, In their 
more remote and least accessible haunts they will be found even 
more timorous. Civilisation exerts a most beneficial Influence 
upon tbe species as tending to overcome tbelr peculiarly Irregular 
and erratic habtte by accustoming to the presence of man and 
providing an abundance of better and more nourishing food. In 
their native haunts they live upon Insects of all aorta, as beetles 
files, gnats and locusts, and they are especially Inlmtcable to 
those that are parasitical in character or that are destructive to 
vegetation. Gram, eeeds, the berries of parasitical plants that 
flourish In Arizona In considerable numbers, wild fruits, and 
meaqult beans are tbe most common contents of their stomachs- 
andthey feed to some extent upon tbe seeds of tbe western locust 
Uiobina neo-mszicons), and a coarse yellow composite that grows 
In profusion, oftentimes of gigantic size, In most parts of the 
country In Autumn. About Fort Yuma, where red ants are so 
exce “* ye *f numerous as at times to almost constitute a plague 
they form likewise a part of the food of these birds. ’ 

No sooner, however, bad tbe enterprise of the Spanish priests 
given to the richer valleys a form of civilization, and agriculture 
been Introduced, than tbe collns developed a moat unmistakable 
appetite for tbe seeds and grains of Old World cereals and for 
the Insects that lollow cultivation; the superior sweetness of 
domestic fruits, as cherries and grapes, also attracted them, and 
as a result wherever settlements are found birds are sure to be 
abundant In the fields aud outskirts. They are a pleasing feature 
of all Mexican villages, around which with questionable taste 
they seem to love to congregate, even though cultivation of the 
soil Is totally neglected. They are seldom molested, however, by 
the filthy, shiftless, utterly worthless and mongrel population, 
the males of whom seldom resort to the sports of the field, In¬ 
deed, scarce ever exhibit energy enough to ecure even a passable 
existence, let alone the use of the gun or the manufacture of 
snares, but merely loaf about In the sun during the day engaged 
In manufacturing cigarettes of most villainous tobacco, one of 
which Is constantly between the lips, not only of men but women 
and children as well, while at night they gamble, lie, and cheat 
one another at cards; consequently the collns live happily and 
safely so far as civilized-save the mark—man Is concerned, 
until the advent of the Gringos, as all Americans and English are 
called, who are wont to substitute the exercise of out door sport 
for tbe baser pastimes of the natives. If snares are used, they 
are made and set by the women, who, as a rule, obtain the art 
from tbe Indians, to whom they are usually more or less related 
by ties of bl od. All the savage tribes of the Mexicos and Ari¬ 
zona practice snaring to a greatei or less extent, not only as a 
means of providing themselves with food, but for the capture of 
live blrda that are used as a medium of trade with the whites 
They are adepts In the art, and so far as collns are concerned 
put their skins and crests to a number of ornamental uses, the 
latter being frequently strung upon cords and worn as neckl’.ces 
by the female sex; powder and lead are too difficult to procure 
and consequently too valua le to be wasted upon small game’ 
hence Immense numbers of birds are sometimes caught, as many 
aa one hundred having been known to be snared by one individ¬ 
ual In a single day. 

Of enemies other than man we may count all pud aceons birds 
and animals, Including wolves. Of the latter the coyote or lobo 
Is most to be dreaded, being a most persistent hunter, following 
and trailing the birds by .cent, and exhibiting s keenness In 
judgment and sharpness of Intellect that would do credit to some 
of our domestic canid*. From a custom the birds have of sun 
Ding and dusting themselves, like valley collns, In very exposed 
and bare situations, Immense numbers fall victims to birds of 
prey ; In fact, throughout New Mexico and.Arizona, It Is probable 
they form tbe principal food of tbe numerous hawks and vultures 
that Infest the mountain ranges. It Is also said, and doubtless 
with full truth, that all the serpent trlbesexlstlng here have a pm- 
chant for them, preferring them to any other form of food; this can 
scarce be wondered at when It Is known how defenseless they are, 
for they sadly lack the spirit and courage of their Atlantic coast 
relative; and the delicacy of their flesh, If the tastes of serpents 
and hawks are to be judged by that of man. 

The wilder tbe district Inhabited, the wilder the birds, seems 
to be the rule. They are peculiar and freaky about lylog to tbe 
dog, and ordinarily refuse so to do, acting for all the world like 
their more western relatives. Yet, again, on some of the elevated 
plains or mesas, where there Is short grass, they afford as good 
sport over setters and pointers as could well be desired. Officers 
who have been stationed at Camp Grant say, that In early Au¬ 
tumn the birds commonly He well, and such Is asserted generally 
of the region about Tucson; and a letter recently received from 
Lamp Mojare, says: "All the trouble entailed In transporting 
my dog to this out-of-the-way region from tbe Atlantic seaboard, 
was more than repaid by a single evening's sport on Gambel's 
quail. I had been led to believe they would not He to tbe dog, 
and such Is the general rnle I presume, but thus far my expert- 
ence has been the qontrary. Later, however, so 1 am Informed, 

I will have no use for him.” 

In the majority of In tances a dog can be of but Uttle use, but 
rather an Incumbrance, except as recommended for valley colln, 
though In more settled districts, like the latter bird, If fired Into 
a few times, no matter whether within range or not, they will 
usually lie fairly. They have the habit of using tbelr legs to 
even a greater extent than the CalifomicuM, ever Ignoring tbelr 
pinions when po-slble so to do, though their flight la exceedingly 
rapid and vigorous, and always even and direct, and Is frequently 
prolonged to considerable distances. All that la required to bag 
them when once on the wing, however, Is a steady hand and 
quick eye. If come upon suddenly aud unawares, In their sur¬ 
prise they will sometimes rise suddenly, flying to a safe distance, 
and then drop to the ground -nd run with all their might for the 
nearest cover or rocky ground, where they usually defy pursuit 
If started near a steep hillside, they make at once for tbe sum- 
mlt, when one miy aa well abandon the cbaae firataa laat, aatbe? 
scramble up Inclined surfaces and considerable declivities with 
surprising speed and agility, and where rocks, boulders, or fallen 
logs abound they dodge about and bide to such perfection that 
one Is scarce ever visible; Indeed, one fairly might doubt tbelr 
presence were It not for theft oolee and calls heard here and 
there on every ride. These peculiarities, combined with tbelr 
wildness and disinclination to use their wings, are a constant 
source of annoyance to the sportsman. 

In wide and open plains they rarely squat under grassy cover 
after being pursued, as Virginia collns are wont to do, but take 
the shortest route to the rocks and Inaccessible ground, some¬ 
times using both wings and legs to aid them In escape, half run¬ 
ning, half flying along the ground. In wooded districts, almoet 
any cover affords them shelter, the thicker the better, no 
whether on dry or wet ground. They are lees Inclined to resort 
to trees than California birds, particularly those that have et- 
bnt prefer to roost npon the groun I In the 
midst of thickets or upon low bushes. One may often flush them 
from the midst of dense underbrush while attempting to fores bis 
way through It, but, though he bean the startling whir of their 
wings on every hand, will most likely fall In securing a shot or 
eves gett.ng a glimpse at so much as a feather; again be may 




tear his way through and not even obtain this doubtful consola¬ 
tion, so quit kly and rapidly can they skulk off on foot. 

Where flocks are found In the dense growth of river bottoms, 
attempts to reach them will oftentimes call forth their notes of 
alarm; some old cock will suddenly utter his warning cry with a 
loud and clear voice, which will Instantly be echoed from every 
quarter by the outlying birds who, warned by the sound, hastily 
gather together about tbelr common leader untU some Individual, 
more courag. ous than Ills > ompanlona, discovers tbe exact nature 
of tbe danger, when, If Immlufent, an Instantaneous and silent 
retreat foUows. 

They may be found with much better success In the small cover 
near the lesser streams, and In tbe fields; also along old traUs 
and roads, about clearings, old huts or cabins, and open patches 
of sand. And here, when the flocks are driven from tbelr hiding 
places, and broken up and scattered, tolerable sport may be had 
If the grass and herbage In which they now attempt concealment 
Is sufficiently long to partially hide tbelr bodies and tbelr move¬ 
ments, yet short enough to, by Its motion, luform tbe sportsman 
when and bow they are running. When surprised, and no time 
given for reflection, they may rise, hence the chances are belter 
If tbe gunm r walks them up himself, moving at a good, round, 
swinging pace; but once on the wing they separate widely, when 
a dog may sometimes be used to a better advantage than Is usu¬ 
ally the case either with this or tbe valley species Immediately 
upon alighting they Invariably begin their peculiar call-note, 
which In sound closely resembles the chirp of a chicken, each In¬ 
dividual seeming to vie with Itas companions In giving It utter¬ 
ance; as this cblrplogcoutluues for considerable Lime, the where¬ 
abouts of the blrdB Is easily discovered, for they become silent 
only after the flock has reassembled, aud even then the cluck of 
the male may be beard at intervals as lung as he considers there 
Is cause for alarm. Once scattered, though they are easily found, 
it is with difficulty they are again flushed, and they are belter 
left alone until later In the day, when they may again be followed 
with better prospects for success; and a second flock le not 
usually difficult to find, so abundant are they almost everywhere, 
so there need be no cessation of sport. If they alight In dense 
thicket cover this advice must be followed of necessity, as they 
lie hard as soon a It Is reached, aud merely glide through the 
bushes Instead of flushing, and that too with much greater speed 
than la pos Ible for him who attempts to follow. 

The most unlikely resorts for blnls, perhaps, are the deep co¬ 
niferous forests, as here Insects are by no means numerous as a 
rule, aud not geneially obtainable; aud the seeds and cones are 
but poor food at be-t, and are by no means held as delicacies by 
tbls species, being eateu only when compelled by necessity and 
dire hunger. 

Low tangled bushes near water, and the dry, grassy knolls that, 
project from above surrounding swamps, deuse clumps of wU- 
lows, and tbe most Impenetrable chaparral of mountain rav.nes 
are favorite places of seclusion In >he morning, and the open and 
rocky country lu the afteruoou. It Is only In tbe neighborhood 
of clearings and villages that the Arizona colln becom a so tame 
as to sit quietly and let man pass by within a short distance. 
Here they exhibit thrir partiality for civilized precincts by haunt- 
lug t e coverts near the bouses, though they sometimes thereby 
obtslu a partial nocturnal habit, feedtug at night or after sun¬ 
down, and early In the morning returuiug to tbe bushes as soon 
as tbe sun Is fairly above the eastern horizon. Old and decayed 
adobe buildings are favorite resorts, as are also fields, vineyards 
and gardens, and where little molested they may often be seen 
at noon hu idled together under t e shade of vines, mesqult 
bushes or chaparral, perfectly motionless as if roosting. To¬ 
ward evening lu the vicinity of Tucson, In the Mesilla valley, 
and about Ei Paso, the loud call of the male may be heard every 
eveulug from arnoog tbe bushes, gathering together the scattered 
members of bis flock preparatory to issulug forth from tbe con¬ 
cealment In which Ibey have remained during the day In order 
to seek for food; and on warm, bright and clear moonlight nights 
they may be observed runnlug in the fields. 

Aa the territories they inhabit are opened up to the agricultur¬ 
ist, and the now barreti and desert-like plains are covered with 
fields of waving grain, the probabilities are that the species will 
become even more abundant than at present, and possibly will 
associate In Immense docks, such as are seen of valley collns In 
California; at present, however, more than one hundred Individ¬ 
uals associated together lu one liody is the exception rather than 
tbe rule, twenty five or thirty being probably the average; and 
even tbe larger flocks are probably the result of the efforts at 
propagation of one pair, two and three broods being sometimes 
reared In a single season. They are hardy birds, very plump and 
fat, and weU disposed to cultivate tbe friendship of man, whose 
wants,both as delicacies for the lable, and as insectivorous feeders 
they meet, preferring weevils, when they can be had, to grain, 
beuce should be protected and cherished. Around the lonely 
ranches they are wont to be more numerous than about the set¬ 
tlements, except wbere cereals are culllvated extensively near the 
latter, and they resort to the farms and sucks to feed upon the 
gathered grain or to glean tbe scattered seeds from off tbe ground. 
At such times they mingle with domestic poultry on the most 
amicable terms, and often come up with them to the bouse to re¬ 
ceive food from tbe bauds of man. From tbls it may be supposed 
that domestication would be no very difficult undertaking. 

Those who arc Inclined judge all game by the attributes of 
eastern species, wlU doubtless be somewhat disappointed with 
tbls,and wUl wonder, perhaps, how It comes to be stall considered 
as a game bird. But they ore gamey and will furnish excellent 
sport, it one Is but willing to adapt himself to surronndlnga and 
circumstances, taking the " gifts of the gods” aa they are pro¬ 
vided. New Mexico and Arizona are large territories, and none 
of equal dimensions present greater diversity of climate, scenery 
and general physical features; desert shooting Is not a necessity, 
If one visits the country for sport, and tbe lines of the sportsman 
will commouly fall in pleasant places, as we presume he wlU pre¬ 
fer the neighborhood of towus and villages to plains and wastes, 
and in tbe former the attractions of the birds are at tbelr greatest. 
Compared with Virginia coitus, tbe Arizona bird may be held 
more difficult to brlug to bag; not that lu flight is so very differ¬ 
ent, but from the fact that when sue or two blrda are killed from 
s covey, It Is only by cbance that others are secured until after a 
period of rest sufficient to allow them to recover from tbelr alarm. 
Again they are not easily marked down, as when they alight they 
almost Invariably run to considerable distances before resting per¬ 
manently, Instead of squalling and hiding like other species, so 
that If found It will be many yards from tbe point where they 
dropped. Like CaUfvndcn*, too, they are prone, when wounded, 
to seek dense thlckeU, rocky crevices and ground burrows to 
hide, so that the sooner they are retrieved the better. They are 
hardy, will stand, as one old plainsman expressed It, "a lot of 
killing,” and when wounded, If not stopped outright, will often 
run or fly to extreme distances wbere It 1s useless to attempt to 
gather them. One reason they are so Utile molested Is, that 
plainsmen and hunters generally consider them of little account, 
except when suffering the pangs of hunger, holding them as un¬ 
worthy the trouble of pursuit or expense of ammunition; more¬ 
over, these gentry are epicures in tbelr way, and are Inclined to 
look with disdain upon all game of less size than an antelope or 
wUd turkey. Yet when properly bioiled or roasted tbs Arizona 
oolin Is as templing a morsel as ever tickled the gustatory nerve 
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of the most fastidious gourmand. In the Bprlog, however, when 
they have fed for some time on the buds of the willow, they are 
said to acquire a slight bitter flavor. 

From limited persona) experience, and from what can be gath¬ 
ered from authors, there eecme to be no reason for assigning a 
migratory habit to Lophorlyi gumMl, except positively under 
such circumstances as sometimes force all species to become so. 
To be sure. In most localities their abundance Is such as to 
seriously Interfere with careful observation, yet the general char¬ 
acteristics and relations of the species would seem to preclude 
such as a regular occurrence. However, they do wander over 
considerable regions of country In a desultory sort of way, prob¬ 
ably being led by the scarcity of food and apparent abundant* 
beyond. In Utah they frequently appear and disappear In locali¬ 
ties where they are not habitual residents, but this Is only one of 
the results of climate and variability of food supply, and cannot 
be assumed to Indicate a migratory habit They arevery erratic 
In their movements and wanderings, however, probably from like 
cause as the Virginia bird. 

The pairing season begins In May, more rarely perhaps In 
April at which time the occurrence of the sexual passion Is made 
known by peculiar cries, seldom uttered at any other seison, and 
differing both In sound and accent from those of Autumn and 
Winter- thev consist of loud, clear and energetic whistles that 
have been likened to the syllables "kiUink-kiUink," and that under 
certain circumstances, might be mistaken for one of thei notes of 
the black-headed grosbeak. Tble Is the analogue of the bob- 
white" of the Virginia colln. Another note,also used as a love song, 
Is uttered by the male only after incubation has fairly begun, and 
Is very harsh and disagreeable In expression, gutteral and ener¬ 
getic In character, and utterly devoid of music or rhythm to the 
human ear, though doubtless his mate considers It one of the 
sweetest and most cheerful of sounds; It Is most commonly 
heard Immediately before sunset or Just after sunrise, while he Is 
perched on some bush or rock over the nest where sits the hen, 
or In close proximity to It, and his appearance at such times Is 
somewhat peculiar, and withal ridiculous, as with outstretched 
neck drooping wings,and plume looaely and carelessly dangling, 
he has a marked resemblance to the characteristic look-at-me- 
know-how-to-do-it-all leaders of a country church choir. Other 
notes are the loud calls by which the male gathers his flock, a 
low soft note used by both sexes for the purpose of keeping 
together when feeding, and a harsh, shrill cry of distress. Also 
there Is a sad walling note, a modification of the latter that both 
males and females use, and which appears to be more of a requiem 
over disappointed hopes than anything else; it Is uttered only 
when off the ground and searching on trees or bashea, and la 
heard when the pair have been despoiled of the contests of their 
nest, and by males that have failed to secure a domestic partner 
—the latter are rare however. „ 

When the pairing note Is heard the males, both old and young, 
may be seen strutting about, elevating their crests, displaying 
their plumage and otherwise disporting themselves to attract the 
attention of the other sex. This performance may take place 
upon an upturned tree, mossy log, on the top of some broad, flat 
rock or while parading In a pompous and dignified manner along 
some little pathway well worn by their feet beneath the bushes; 
and when a rival appears Is sure to end in a prolonged, and by no 
means bloodless,conflict. The note, too, Is produced without appar¬ 
ent effort, and when quiet, no motion being detected other than a 
slight heaving of the chest, and Is usually followed by a short, 
quiet fluttering of the wings after they have been first stretched 
to their fullest extent.

The UoriUa. 


Winwood Reade the famous African explorer, thus discourses 
upon the habits and nature of the gorilla, of which he made a 
special study lu his first journey to Africa. He followed closely 
the footsteps of his predecessor, Paul du Cbaillu, whose well- 
known visit to the land of the gorilla resulted In the publication 
of a highly-colored account of that hitherto unknown animal. 

The naturalists of the last century were acquainted with two 
spec es of anthropoid or man like apes, the chlmpanxee of Wes¬ 
tern Africa, and the orang-outang of the Malayan Archipelago. 

In both countries these animals are regarded by the natives as 
members of the human family, and even the great Linn true 
misled by traveler’s tales, appears at one time to have supposed 
that they were men. Buffon, who possessed a young chlmpan¬ 
xee, dispelled the popular Illusions upon that subject,much to the 
taste of Lord Monboddo, who maintained that the apes only dif¬ 
fered from ourselves by being less accomplished In learning and 

the arte. . 

Travelers had often spokeiyof an ape larger than the cblmpan- 
xee tn the forests of Gaboon, and lu 1848 It was discovered by 
the/American missionaries. Dr. Bavage, who belonged to the 
mission at Cape Palmas, In Liberia, was already acquainted with 
tbe^spes and had written, In conjunction with Prof. Jeffries 
Wyman, of Harvard, an excellent paper upon the habits and char¬ 
acter of the chimpanzee. It happened that he paid a visit to 
Gaboon and was there shown, by the Rev. Leighton Wilson, a 
skull, which he at once perceived, by Its size and peculiar con¬ 
formation, to be that of a new species. This greater species the 
natives called NJIna, while the chimpanzee they called Nshlego. 
Dr. Bavage complied an account of the NJtna’s habits from the 
hunters of Gaboon, and also obtained a skeleton, which he and 
Wyman described together, as they had previously described the 
chimpanzee^ 

But although the gorilla, as Bavage and Wyman named 
their new Bpeclea, created a sensation among comparative anaU> 
mists, and for some time monopolized the attention of Prof. 
Owen and Geoffrey 8t. Hilaire, It was still unknown to people 
In general and orang-outang was still a favorite term of abuse. 
But the year of 1881 proved fatal to the fame of the Indian spe, 
for then M. du Cbaillu came over from the states with a num¬ 
ber of stuffed gorillas, which were exhibited at the rooms of the 
geograplcal society and afterward at the windows of the London 
Field office. They were stared at through gold eye-glasses, by 
languid ladles of fashion gathered by Sir Roderick Murchison, at 
dinners and converaatlones and Invited to view the wonder of the 
day, while crowds blocked up the sidewalks of the Strand. And 
then appeared the celebrated book composed In the Defoe style 
by a New York Journalist from MB. copies of M. du Cbaillu The 
word gorilla was on everybody’s lips and caricatures everywhere 
appeared. Mudles’ was besieged for copies and all London read 
with thrilling Interest the adventures of the new Jules Gerard 
and his descriptions of the monstrous and ferocious ape, which ad¬ 
vanced to the attack m m poitrtnant, thumping his breast like a 
tom-tom, roaring so loudly that it conld be heard for three miles 
and squaring up In the P R. style, ooe blow being sufficient to 
tear out tbe poor negro's entrails, break hla breast boos and 
crush hla skull. The geographers swallowed Du Cbaillu whole, 
and he safely passed through the gauntlet of reviewers. Prof. 
Owen also accepted tbe account of the habit of the gorilla, for 
he himself had announced to a London audleoce two years before 
that the gorilla often attacked tbe elephant, hitting him over the 
trunk with a slick, was more than a match for the Uon (which 
does not exist In the gorilla land at all) and furthermore Indulged 
In the unseemly habit of sitting In the trees, lowering bis bind 


foot to catch tbe passing negro by the neck, choking him to death thi 
and then letting him fall down again. It may therefore be easily mi 
supposed, that he saw no reason to doubt the comparatively com- pli 
monplace atateaaenta of Du Cbaillu. But most of the leading foi 
zoologists disbelieved him from the first and Dr. Gray attacked ns 
him In tbe Atamaum. . . _ 

Here at this town of Goumbl I was In the arena of Du W 
Cballlu’a astonishing achievements; and they did astonish hla sei 
native hunters and companions. Boon after my arrival I to 
announced my Intention of going ont after gorillas, upon which dll 
there vu an outcry ol wonder end remonstrance. Whoever an 
heard pf white men shooting gorillast Why conld I not do like co 
Mr. Paulo! Thslr hunters would go out and kill me gorillas, th 
and I could buy them with cloth ai.d tobacco, and take off their 
skins. A roar of laughter followed my announcement that he 
Du Cbaillu had shot gorillas himself. He had shot birds and Al 
monkeys, they said, bnt that was all. However this may be, one th 
thing at least Is certain, that M. du Challlu's account of the apes mi 
It Incorrect, an.l hla book should be placed entirely aside by bu 
those who are studying the sltnlc of Africa. The memoir of 
Dr. Savage must still be considered the classical authority of the 
ape, which he discovered. But I do not wiah tbe reader to sup¬ 
pose that Du Challlu Is merely a composer of spurious adven¬ 
tures. His early trips to tbe Interior, though without geographi¬ 
cal Importance, were highly creditable to him, for at that time he 
was only a trader; from the first be was full of courage and 
enthusiasm, and after he had made his reputation he took le-eons 
In practical astronomy, returned to Fernando Vaz and made a Ul 
gallant though Ineffectual attempt to penetrate Into tbe heart of ha 

Africa. oj 

The gorillas and chimpanzees are exceedingly wary In tbelr Ql 
habits and keen of hearing ard smell; even the native hunters Ti 
find It difficult to kill them. Yet these men go naked, and often pi 
on all fours, and their black bodies seen through the foliage J 
resemble those of the wild animals, whose moveme ta they Iml- 0I 
late But the white sportsman can only hope to get a shot by «« 
accident, for as he blunders through the bush, creepers entangle « 
his feet, branches catch In his clothes, and twigs snap under his m 
feet The hunters at Ngumbl told me that I should never be a 
able to see a gorilla as long as I persisted In wearing boots, hi 
which were very ornamental In town, but altogether out of place 
In the forest. 1 came to the conclusion that to shoot a gorilla a 
twelvemonth at least was required, and I was not disposed to nj 
give up that amount of time. 

Of course It might so happen, that another sportsman might 
see a gorilla the very first time he went Into the forest, but this « 
at least may safely be affirmed, that no European will ever be 
able to study the habits of the African man like apes tn their 
wild state. Full Information on these points can only be obtained T 
by native hunters alone. Dr. Bavage examined the Mpongwe d 
hunters of Gaboon, and I also examined the Fan hunters on the ,, 
Ncomo.the hunters of the Muni and the hunters of Fernando Vsz, f, 
which latter region may be considered as the metropolis of the ® 
gorilla. For Instance, he says: “ The natives stand greatly In " 
fear of It, and never attempt Its capture excepting In self-defence, b 
But gorilla skins are now a regular article of trade, and the supply I 
has always equalled tbe demand." Again, he says: "They are J 
exceedingly ferocious, and always offensive In their habits, never 
running away from men as does the chimpanzee.” Now, such j 
statements as these were frequently made to me, but when I ex- i 
amined the hunters, the true slayers of the gorillas, I found that J 
the ape was not so formidable as was reported. We all know ^ 
that the leopard Is less to be dreaded than the tiger, or even ( 
the 1 on. Now, when I asked tbe hunters, which they feared the 1 
most, the gorilla or the leopard, they ooe and all answered, the 
leopard. They have also a proverb, “ Leave the Njina alone and j 
NJIna will leave you alone " But the best proof I have that the 1 
i gorilla runs away from man, is derived from personal experience, 
i I was on the tracks of a male gorilla In the neighborhood of 
r Ngumbl, and we were near enough to hear him breaking the 

- branches as he moved along about thirty yards ahead. I crept . 
i np to him as softly as 1 could, but be beard me and rushed away. ! 

Dr. Bavage says of the chimpanzee, that the canines are early , 

> developed and evidently designed to act the Important part of i 

- weapons of defence. When In combat with man almost the first j 
effort of the animal Is to bite. He also says, that he had seen , 

s one man who bad been bitten severely In tbe feet by a chlmpau- 
i zee. Now, although the gorilla has strength enough In his 
1 enormous arms to tear a man asunder, It uses them merely In 

- arboreal gymnastics, and, like thw chimpanzee, bites when It la 
B attacked. In neither the Muni, tH* Gaboon, or Fernando Vaz has 

- anyone been killed within the memory of man. But at Ngumbl 
1 the chief hunter of the town, who was named Etta, bad been 

wounded by one these apes. His left band was crippled and 

- the dei.te of two teeth were plainly visible upon his wrist. He 
i told me that when the gorilla was wounded he always charged, 
e and that the hunter usually escaped. But on this occasion the 
ti gorilla seized him by the hand, carried It to IU mouth like a 
e plantain, gave It a bite, then dropped.lt and ran away. The

;ed Savage appears to have been Informed, that these neats of tee 
nd African ape were made for a similar purpose. But I was told, 
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that they were made as birds’ neats were made for tbe confine¬ 
ment of the female. No doubt, they are often used ta sleeping 
places, as birds roost In old nests, bnt tt they were always used 
tor this purpose, would not the gorilla buntore merely lte In wait 
near the neat and shoot the ape as he went to badt Bat this I 
know they are not lo the habit of doing, and I fully believe in 
Watarton’s maxim, that monkeys have no home. The chimpan¬ 
zee ra ges along the whole coast from Benegambla on the north 
to Angola on tbe south, bnt the gorilla ta only found a little 
distance on each tide of the rqnator, so far aa the coast reglone 
are concerned. But Hchwelntnrth alludes to its existence In tbe 
country north of the Albert Nyanza, and Ltvlngstooe baa shown 
that they are found In the country west of the Tanganyika. 

Now aa the gorilla frequents only the primeval forests, we msy 
hence Infer, tbst a vast belt of virgin forest extends across the 
African platean from Gaboon to the Albert lake; and certainly 
tbe tribes which Bchwelnfurth and Livingstone describe In the 
most distant conn tries which they reached, closely resemble the 
bosh tribes of Gaboon.

An but 
a few days ago, In company with a number of gentlemen and mends, 
he made at Badger's Park the unprecedented score of 900 out of a pos 
slble 1,000. This run Is more than his most santrnln friends ever 
predicted for him. and it will be a long time before Tt la beaten, Unu 
by Ruth hi i aclf. In this unrivaled match he broke 854 successive balls; 
not a good day for glass balls elth r. Dr Rath Is a modest and unas 
•umlng man, and does not seek popularity In thi# line, but men of leas 
nerve and calibre must not talk shoot for coin unless they mean it. 

We would remind tbe Tribune that Mr. Qraham challenged Dr . Ruth, 
through our columns, to which Dr. Ruth has never responded. A match 
between them would be Interesting.
